TRADING STAMP BILL UNSIGNED 


Governor Signs Bill Compeling Coun­

In the batch of sixty-two bills 
signed by the governor yesterday,

contained an emergency clause, and 
with the signature of the governor, 
became a law at once. 
At the close of business yesterday 
the trading stamp bill was on the 
governor’s desk and he w a s consid­ 
ering an argument to the effect that 
the bill was unconstitutional. 
lie 
bad not signed the “blue sky” when 
lie closed work last night. 
Last night the governor signed the 
Gavit bill which provides against the 
filing of bids inadvance of the day of 
letting a public contract and against 
the “steaming” of envelopes 
con­ 
taining bids.

The ( urtis bill for danger signals 
o t railroad crossings in cities and 
towns was signed, as were the Adams 
bill requiring county health officers 
to report deaths as occurring,in the 
county where they occurred and not 
in other counties; the Faulknor road 
law amendment 
bill, 
Senate 307; 
the Katts bill repealing the law which 
gives a new trial as a matter of right 
where title to real estate is envolved; 
the Yarling bill on Baptist Church 
property when abandoned reverting 
to the Indiana Baptist Convention; 
the \\ . R. Wood bill on the amend­ 
ment of franchises and the Franks 
bill oil the release and satisfaction 
of mortgages by the state. 
While many of the bills signed 
yesterday are of much importance to 
the state, most of them are not of 
general interest except to those per­ 
sons directly affected. 
Probably the 
«me of most interest to the Demo­ 
cratic party is the Hauck measure, 
which provides that the county t r e a s ­ 
urers of all counties of the state 
shall settle 
with the 
state every 
month, instead of every six months 
as under the old law. 
This bill carries an eloquent emer­ 
gency clause and now is the law. 
It means* that, on the first day of 
each month, each county treasurer 
shall “pay into the state treasury 
all money in the state revenue and 
benevolent institution fund belonging 
to the state and held by him.” It is 
physically impossible for the county 
treasurer to know to the exact cent 
what is due the state general fund 
and the state benevolent fund out of 


the money he has on hand, but the

The question now is, what is it 
tha t the politicia ns want to do that 
they do not desire the newspa pers of 
the sta te to publish ? What is it tha t 
they intend to t r y? 
Wha t are they 
a fter? 
Wha t ha v e they got up their 
sleev e tha t will not sta nd the light 
o f publicity? 
Wha t is it tha t they 
want to do to the people of the sta te? 
It is a s plain a s da y that the pol­ 
iticia ns ha v e something on hand that 


they want to put a cross without the 
people hav ing a cha nce to understand 
it. Otherwise they would not hav e 
pa ssed such a law. 
Tuder this new law. which will ! 


ta ke effect when the Gov ernor issues 
his proclamation putting all la ws in 
effect, no newspa per will he allowed 
to joint a nything about a ny ca ndi­ 
da te or any proposition of a political 
nature unless it has a bsolute proof 


o f if and ca n go into court and prov e j 
it to the letter. A ca ndida te for oiliee j 
ma y he the most undesireable man in j 
a city or in the sta te and he ma y he | 
a crook of the first wa ter, hut un­ 
less a newspa per is a bsolutely able to 
prov e ev ery 
a ssertion 
it ma kes it 
will he prohibited from ev en d is c u s ­ 
sing his fitnes- for the office. A ca n- j 
dida te ma y he the most ignorant man 
in Indiana and wholly unfit for that ; 
rea son to hold an office, yet the news- . 
pa per would not hav e a ny right to 
criticise him or to make any u nfa ­ 
v orable comment on his ca ndida cy. 
Any newspa per publisher, editor, wri­ 


ter or a nyone else connected with file 
publication of such ma tter will he li- 
1 able to prosecution, with a fine a s 
high a s $1,000 and a yea r imprison­ 
ment. 
Russia in its palmiest da y of d es­ 
potism nev er had a more effectiv e or 
outra geous censorship of the press 
tha n is prov ided hv this law. 
It isjurged tha t there wa s a bsolute­ 
ly no need for such a law. 
This 
sta te ha s ample libel la ws to cov er 
ev erything, 
it lias a criminal libel 


la w and a civ il libel law, a nd both 
o f these la ws cov er ev ery possible 
requirement and ev ery situa tion tha t 
might arise. 
They protect the public 
a ga inst any possible a tta ck by the 
press. 
The public wa s not a sking 
for this new prohibitiv e law. 
Only 
the politicia ns a sked for it. 
They 
wa nted it a s a shield a ga inst pub­ 


licity. 
This law is a serious ma tter— for 
t he people, not lor the newspa pers. 
The newspa pers do not lie a bout peo­ 


ple, not ev en a bout crooked ca ndi­ 
da tes. 
But the law will prev ent the
